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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 18-35 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As to independent claims 17 and 32 allowable over the prior art for at least the 
reason that the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails discloses or 
render obvious a drive device and method for a light emitting component comprising all 
the specific elements with the specific combination including of a regulating device for 
generating a regulating signal for regulating the actual light power of the light emitting 
component such that a deviation between the desired light power and the actual light 
power becomes minimal and a correction device for compensating a temperature- 
dictated measurement error of the photodetector by modifying the stipulated desired 
light power in the temperature dependent manner in combination with the rest of the 
limitation of claims 17 and 32.
